Phe academy chapel, Andover’s newest and 
one of its most beautiful buildings, was dedi 
cated Sunday afternoon in the presence of a 
throng which long before the services had 
started filled the pews. Many people were left 
standing. Those who were fortunate enough 
to attend were loud in their praise of the 
interior of the edifice, of the singing of the 
choir, of the rich tones of the Martha Cochran 
organ played by Dr. Carl F. Pfatteic her, of 
the sermon and the services in general 

Professor Charles H. Forbes, who is acting 
headmaster in the absence of Dr. Alfred E. 
Stearns, was in charge of the services. Dr. 
Stearns, who has been ill since last November, 
was able to attend and offer the prayer of 
consecration. The chapel was presented to the 
trustees by Thomas Cochran, who has been 
a frequent benefactor of the academy. Profes 
sor James Hardy Ropes of Harvard Uni 
versity, president of the board of trustees, 
formally accepted the chapel for the board 
The scripture was read by Rev. Markham 
W. Stackpole of Milton, formerly academy 
minister. Rev. Frederick A. Wilson, D.D., 


| pastor-emeritus of the Free church, gave 


benediction and also officiated at the com 


| munion service, which followed the presenta 


tion of a silver communion service in memory 
of Augustus Porter Thompson, 3rd, who was 
with the class of 1928 at the academy 

Prior to the opening of the services Dr 
Pfatteicher gave a recital on the Martha 
Cochran organ, which was formerly located 
in the meeting room of George Washington 
hall. Too much praise can never be given the 
organ, for it is an exceptionally fine Casavant 
Dr. Pfatteicher was at his best throughout 
the afternoon, and his boys showed the effects 
of his training in their rendition of “ Your 
Voices Raise, Ye Cherubims 

Rev. Robert R. Wicks, D.D., of Princeton 
preached the sermon on “Knowing What 
Life Is About.’ His plea was for men who 
could go out into life and do things to make 
the world a better place, to strive “to make 
something better become real.’’ He urged the 
students to let the chapel remind them that 
this should be their goal in life rather than 
satisfying their own wants regardless of any 
body else. He blamed the present world 
condition on the lack of stability of the last 
ten years, a period marked by deplorable 
selfishness 

Many comments were heard on all sides 
regarding the beautiful interior of the build- 
ing. Departing from the rather cold and 
austere white interiors of many similar New 
England churches it follows the Wren tradi 
tion by employing a warm oak paneling on 
the side walls from the floor to the windows, 
fluted oak columns separating the nave from 
the side aisles, and oak arches and ceiling 
cornices. The large colonial windows furnish 


ample light. An unusually beautiful detail of | 


the interior is the carving upon the column 
capitals, the carved heads of angels at the 
peak of each arch, and the rich woodwork 
along the cornices of the ceiling. The choir, 
which seats sexty-five persons, is placed on 
either side of the pulpit, behind which the 
Martha Cochran Memorial organ, formerly 
in George Washington hall, has now been 
installed. The extreme dimensions of the 
building are seventy-six feet wide by one 
hundred and seventy-seven feet long, and the 
auditorium will seat 
1ousand people. There is no balcony, except 
a small one above the entrance, holding about 
twenty-live people. The architect of the new 
chapel is Charles Platt of New York City,

Moderator Appoints Committee 
of Five to Investigate Pays 
and Working Hours 


A committee of five has recently been 
appointed by Moderator Alfred E. Stearns to 
analyze the salaries, hours of labor, and kind 
of work of the various town officers in ac 
cordance with a vote of the town at the an 
nual town meeting. The committee consists 
of Walter M. Lamont, William D. Currier, 
Frank S. McDonald, Walter E. Curtis and 
Roy E. Hardy. 

It was on the motion of Charles J. Bailey, 
chairman of the Finance committee, that the 
town voted to have the moderator choose this 
committee, which is to report to Mr. Bailey's 
committee not later than December 1, In 
making the motion, Mr. Bailey said: “ . . 
it has come to our attention that there was 
some discussion as to the hours of labor, hours 
of work, kind of work, etc., done by some of 
our town officers, Some of them are part-time 
jobs. Some people have told us that the men 
who hold these jobs were getting too much 
and others not enough. As to the hours of 
work some say that they ought to be nine to 
five. Downstairs you will see it posted on the 
door that they are nine to four-thirty, and 
some people have told us they have come up 
here and found no one to do business 

“Confusion exists in many ways. Others 
told us there is over-lapping of work with 
some people doing work that ought to be 
done by others. 

“The Finance committee has made a re- 
commendation that a committee be ap 


| pointed by the moderator to consider this 


very carefully, looking into the work per 
formed by all town officers, whether ap 
pointed or elected, the hours they put in, 


whether they are part-time jobs or are here | 


from nine to five, . with the endeavor to 
have the town offices run on the same basis 
and compensation, with the same kinds of 
work and hours of labor as is done in any 
private corporation.

German General 


Pleas for Peace) 


\ plea to forget war-time hatreds was 
made at the American Legion meeting Tues 


day evening by John Bolten, formerly of the | 


imperial general stat! of the German army. 
In addition to giving an account of his many 
experiences in the World War, Mr. Bolten 
spoke of present-day conditions in Germany, 
where only 77,000 people out of a population 
of 65,000,000 make as muc h money as the 
average high-class tradesman of the United 
States. He said that as aresult of the war, 
ninety-four percent of the German people 
have property valued at less than $1,000. 

Mr. Bolten had some interesting exper 
iences at the Front. He twice served as per- 
sonal chauffeur to the Former Kaiser Wil 
helm when the latter visited the Front. He 
was one of the fou ders of the German 
Legion (Stahlhelm) nhich is an anti-Bol 
shevist organization. 

Mr. Bolten was given a very enthusiastic 
cheer at the conclusion of his talk. Colonel 
Valentine Fitzhugh, a British officer, con 
gratulated the post on its reception to Mr, 
Bolten, and agreed that the war-time sores 
should be allowed to heal. Selectman Arthur 
Thompson of Methuen, a member of the Lost 
Battalion, also spoke. Winfield M. Sides 
introduced the speakers
